Wadsworth said many local com- 
munity members are helping raise 
money, and he took time to thank 
them Monday night 

“I. want to thank everyone who 
helps us out,” he said. 

The current animal shelter on 
Goddard Road does not have enough 
capacity to hold all the abandoned 
and stray cats and dogs in the city, 
and has fewer places to store food, 
medicine, and supplies. About three 
years ago, Wadsworth, a longtime 
animal volunteer, asked the city 
council members to designate a 
bank account so he could raise 


money to pay for the construction of 
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increased use by business and 
leisure travelers in the next two 
decades. 

City estimates indicate that 
about $1.7 million in tax funding 
could be lost, in addition to per- 
pupil funding allocated by the 
state to schools if residents ulti- 
mately leave the district. 

Cyndi Lyon, the planner for the 
city, said that it was on the table at

An angry and vocal crowd of 
residents attended the Romulus 
City Council meeting Monday 
night to send the Metro Airport 
officials a message: Expand only 
inside your borders. 

The residents — most of whom 
live in an area which could be 
demolished under the Wayne 
County Airport Authority plan to 
build a fifth parallel runway along 
Eureka Road — provided feedback 
in the form of hundreds of com- 
ments in support of the city strate- 
gy to fight the airport expansion 
plan. 

The master plan, devised with 
the assistance of contractors and 
planners by the Wayne County 
Airport Authority in 2006, repre- 
sents some changes for the city. 
According to the current plan as 
the airport expands, the 350-unit 
Sky Harbor Apartments would 
have to be demolished, along with 
30 improved industrial buildings, 
18 improved commercial build- 
ings, the Halecreek fire station, the 
Oakbrook subdivision, Merriman 
Elementary School, and possibly 
Halecreek Elementary School. 

About 800 residences would be 
demolished, and the city could 
stand to lose almost $1 million in 
assessed revenue, according to the 
city. 

The city would also become 
about 7 percent smaller, and could 
lose about 3,500 residents. 

Though the plan will only be 
implemented if passenger traffic 
increases, residents were con- 
cerned about their housing values 
in light of publicity about the plan. 

“When this thing hit the news- 
papers, we lost everything,” said 
Ernest Monroe, a resident who 
spoke on behalf of his parents, 
who live in the affected area. 

“We can’t just sit back and them 
the airport take the land,” he said. 
“There isn’t a single person from 
the county here tonight — that 
speaks volumes about what they 
think of us, and how much they 
care about us.” 

Majority concerned 

Though most residents said 
they believed the city was creating 
the right strategy by fighting the 
expansion, some indicated they 
were concerned officials were put- 
ting off the inevitable. 

The airport would be able to 
take property through eminent 
domain, and would have to com- 
pensate homeowners. 

“Our property values are going 
down as a result of this, and I 
wouldn't want the city run up fees 
and make a bunch of lawyers 
rich,” said John Needman, a resi- 
dent. “It’s the job of this adminis- 
tration to do something for us now 
— people who are trying to sell 
their homes won't be able to do 
that.” 

Mayor Alan Lambert said he 
believed the best strategy was to 
fight the expansion. 

“T don’t think we can just go 
along with this,” he said. “We need 
to see this through for everyone in 
the city.”

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New nature trail will feature bike paths, picnic areas

Canton Township Engineer Ann 
Naszradi said she usually gets the 
same response when she tells resi- 
dents the township is developing a 
trail system by the river. 

“They usually say: ‘What river?” 
Naszradi said. 

That would be the lower Rouge 
River, which meanders through the 


southern portion of the township 
just north of Michigan Avenue. It 
cuts through about 260 acres of 
county owned land that is still rela- 
tively unspoiled. 

“Most people don’t know it’s 
down here,” said Naszradi. “It’s 
like an oasis of peace in the middle 
of everything.” 

The township is developing the 
first phase of the project right now, 
runs from Canton Center to Morton

Canton Township. 
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Taylor Road. The Michigan 
Department of Transportation 
(MDOT) will add a link to the 1-275 
bike path. There is another effort to 
revitalize that pathway, too. 

The project was good news for 
Joan Lager, another Canton 
employee. She has lived in the 
township for about 50 years and 
remembers the area quite well— 
she and her friends would spend 
afternoons horseback riding there. 
An old stable—Ken’s—serviced the 
area and Lager’s favorite mount 
was a majestic animal named 
‘Scar’ 

“We used to spend most of our 
Saturday afternoons there,” she 
said. “I couldn't believe it when I 
heard about the trail.” 

The township trail will be con- 
structed of crushed rock that will 
be fully handicapped accessible. 
The surface has been put down 
already, but there is still work to be 
done prior to the grand opening, 
which is scheduled to coincide 
with River Day on June 7. An old 
bridge has to be reconstructed and 
several trees—fallen as a result of a 
harsh winter—have to be cleared 
away, too. 

Naszradi said the township has 
yet to install the picnic tables that 
will be set up near the parking lot 
off Morton Taylor Road and install 
wayfinding signs along the path, as 
well. 

“We still have plenty to do,” 
Naszradi said. 

She said she just received bids 
for the bridge replacement; it will 
cost about $30,000 to tear out the 
old concrete and replace it with a 
wooden structure. The metal I- 
beams that support it are still 
strong. 

The Michigan Mountain Biking 
Association (MMBA) is involved as 
well. They're cutting smaller paths 
into the woodlands, according to 
Naszradi. They hope to have 3 
miles of dirt trails that intersect the 
larger one. 

“My primary intention for this 
trail is to have a place for people to 
get introduced to the sport of

mountain biking in the Plymouth- 
Canton area and hopefully get 
hooked on it like I did years ago,” 
said Gary Anderson, a member of 
the MMBA who is taking on the 
project. He’s been a member of the 
group for more than 15 years. 

“The trail is designed at a begin- 
ner or mild intermediate skill 
level,” he added. “It is also a very 
good place for a leisurely nature 
hike through the woods which 
Canton basically doesn’t have much 
more of any longer.” 

Ultimately, Naszradi said the 
pathway will connect from Canton 


Center Road to the 1-275 bike path 
and, hopefully, the City of Wayne to 
the west. 

“T think it will be a wonderful 
amenity for the township,” 
Naszradi said. “Canton doesn’t 
have anything like this.” 

Lager agreed. 

“This is the kind of thing that 
most people think they have to trav- 
el up north for,” she said. “You’d 
never believe it’s right here in 
Canton. You have to see it. 

“Itll be like our own little 
Kensington, without an entrance 
fee,” she added.

If the airport took property 
under eminent domain provisions, 
taxes could be higher for relocated 
residents because the Headlee law 
would not maintain taxation levels. 

Airport officials incensed 

Scott Roberts, a spokesman for 
the airport, took questions and 
comments for the Airport 
Authority, some of which were fair- 
ly heated.

one time to displace Merriman 
and Halecreek Schools, and that 
the airport planners had taken it 
off the table. 

“We asked for confirmation in 
writing that Halecreek would not 
be part of the plan, and we haven't 
received that,” she said. 

Romulus Community Schools 
operates five elementary schools — 
Merriman, Halecreek, Cory, Barth 
and Romulus. The current com- 
bined enrollment at both 
Halecreek and Merriman exceeds 
600, Kuderik said. 

If the schools are closed and 
demolished, it would not be as 
simple as building a new school, 
Kuderik said. 

“If the families are moved to 
another area of the city, or if they 
move to another city altogether, 
they will be gone, and we'll have 
no reason to haye any new 
schools,” he said. 

The master plan is a hypotheti- 
cal that would be carried out only 
if airport traffic increases by 2.5 
percent each year during the next 
several years.

Inkster man fatally 
shot in motel room 


Police are investigating the 
fatal shooting of a 39-year-old 
Inkster man at a city motel last 
weekend. 

Investigators are keeping a 
tight lid on information related to 
the death of Maurice Owens at the 
Budget Inn at 26040 Michigan Ave., 
but did confirm that police 
responded to a call at 10:15 p.m. 
Sunday evening from an individ- 
ual who reported a man was 
deceased at the motel. 

Officers who responded to the 
scene discovered Owens inside a 
motel room. He had been fatally 
shot an unspecified number of 
times, said Det. Anthony Delgreco 
of the Inkster Homicide Unit. 

“We're still investigating what 
happened,” he said. 

“We do not have anyone in cus- 
tody but we do have some persons 


of interest that we’re talking to 
now,” Delgreco added. 

Police did not reveal why 
Owens was in the room, or 
whether he had been a guest at 
the Budget Inn. A representative 
from the motel said Tuesday that 
he did not know what happened in 
the room. ;

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Annexation legislation deserving of appause 


Officials in Northville Township received some addition- 
al support last week in their efforts to protect a prime piece 
of real estate. 

State Rep. Mare Corriveau (D-Northville) introduced leg- 
islation designed to resolve the dispute between the town- 
ship and developers REIS—or at least eliminate one aspect 
of it. 

The legislation would exempt charter townships and 
cities with populations of 20,000 or more from annexation 
proceedings. It may or may not be a factor in the assumingly 
ongoing negotiations between the township and the develop- 
er, depending on which side you ask. The developer has 
never announced any intention of trying to annex the 414 
acres of land to neighboring Livonia, but township officials 
have speculated that that is the prime reason behind moving 
‘security’ personnel onto the property and then registering 
them to vote.

The legislation earned Corriveau a round of applause 
from the township board of trustees—by far the warmest 
reception he’s ever received from that body. 

That’s because no matter what happens with the 
Northville Township situation, it’s still sound policy to have 
in place. It’s more of a compromise than legislation initially 
presented by State Sen. Bruce Patterson (R-Canton) and, in 


theory at least, has a better chance of being approved. It has 
been endorsed by the Michigan Townships Association (as 
Patterson’s was), and may even win a neutral stance from the 
Michigan Municipal League (MML), which came out against 
Patterson's initial proposal. Limiting it to cities.or townships 
with a population of 20,000 or more seems important to both 
those lobbying groups. 

Township and state officials are quick to point out, 
though, that this legislation is not designed to negatively 
impact development. Everyone wants to see investment in 
Michigan, they just want to see the kind of investment that 
makes sense and the kind of development that fits in with 
the community. 

It is all about compromise. If this legislation is approved, 
it will give both sides additional incentive to compromise 
and create something worthy of the community—while help- 
ing townships protect their borders in the long run.

‘Canton’ and ‘cancer’ may not be 
two words you want to associate 
with each other. 

But residents in the greater 
Canton community will have two 
opportunities this year—and in the 
future—to help eradicate the dis- 
ease once and for all. 

The first is to take part in the 
Relay for Life in Canton Township. 
Canton, one of several communi- 
ties to host the 24-hour fundraiser, 
will host the event on May 17-18.

The other way is to join the 
Cancer Prevention Study put on by 
the American Cancer Society 
Department of Epidemiology and 
Surveillance Research. These stud- 
ies started during the 1950s and 
have gone a long way toward pro- 
viding information needed to com- 
bat the disease. 

The American Cancer Society is 
looking to start another one and 
sign up 500,000 people nationwide. 
The Canton Relay for Life, which 
will take place at Heritage Park, is 
one of the sign up locations—it is 
one of only four in the State of 
Michigan. 

The cancer study is a long-term 
commitment. It will require volun- 
teers to fill out surveys initially and 
then every other year for 20 years. 
It sounds like a good way to make 
one’s own mark against the disease, 
though, and try to contribute 
toward the betterment of humanity 
in the long run. 

It's not a decision that needs to 
be made now, fortunately. Those 
that might be interested in taking 
part can find more information at 
www.cancerorg/cps3.

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Hang on, help is on the way 


Every day, I hear the same kinds of things that 
everyone else does. 

People are struggling. Foreclosures are increasing. 
The economy is heading toward a recession. 

And every day'I drive around and see the opposite. 

Take the first two days of my week, for example— 
the only two days I can fit in ahead of our deadline. 

Monday I zipped up Michigan Avenue west past 
Canton Center Road, where a new Target store will 
soon be open (March 9, if all goes according to plan). 
The 127,000-square-foot store is the second in Canton 
Township, obviously, and will bring 160 jobs to the 
area. It sits in a strip center that also includes the sec- 
ond Kohl's store in Canton Township, an Old Navy, a 
Petsmart and a Famous Footwear, among others. It’s 
right down the street from where a new Meijer store 
will be constructed (at Morton Taylor Road) and near 
where a new Wal-Mart will go in, too. Eventually, 
when you drive between all these places, you’ll have 
to pass a handful of new bank branches that are 
either opening up or under construction, too. 

Tuesday, I attended the ceremony that marked a 
$16 million investment in Northville Township, when 
officials from IAV Automotive laid the cornerstone for 
their new headquarters, This was one of two things 


where county officials helped out 
the locals—the other was in 
Canton Township, where the 
Miesel-Sysco company threatened to relocate unless 
they got some assistance on widening Van Born Road 
to accommodate their expansion. 

You can see signs of hope all around if you look for 
it Wayne Road in Westland, just north of the Wayne 
border is another example. Strip malls are going up 
from here down to Ford Road and beyond—and these 
are not the ugly centers of the 1970s. These are prima- 
rily brick structures with some architectural features 
that are designed to cast off that strip mall stigma. 

I get tired of hearing all the doom and gloom that 
comes from the daily media. I know things are diffi- 
cult, but I don’t believe they're as bad as they seem. 
Things may not be as developing as fast as they were 
in the past, but some kind of slow down was 
inevitable, wasn’t it? Just because it has happened 
and lingered for a little longer than we anticipated, is 
no reason to panic. 

There’s still plenty to be happy about here in west- 
ern Wayne County. Maybe we just need to band 
together more often and celebrate our successes and 
share the secrets to that success.

Members of the Inkster City 
Council made the difficult choice 
last week to look into the eligibility 
of two of their colleagues. 

The issues, on whether the 
office of city council is compatible 
with the ‘day jobs’ of Patrick 
Wimberly—the director of trans- 
portation for the Inkster School 
District—and Michael Greene, a 
court administrator at the 22nd 
District Court in Inkster, as well as 
if both men still meet their residen- 
cy requirements. 

It was a tough choice to make, 
but the right one. It was also a 
smart decision to seek an outside 
opinion—particularly from the 
office of Attorney General Mike 
Cox—on these issues. Even if the 
beginning of the investigation was, 
as some have suggested, sparked by 
politics, the outcome of them 
shouldn't be. 

Of the two, we’re more con- 
cerned about the potential for resi- 
dency violations. Greene is accused 
of living at a home on Lehigh Street 
instead of the Westhills Street 
address where he filed for election. 
Wimberly filed for election at a 
home on Lehigh Street that was the 
subject of a bank repossession. 

If these prove true, both men 
should immediately apologize and 
step down. To do anything else 
would be disrespectful of the voters 
who put them in office in the first 
place. 

There are bigger issues the city 
council should be working on. They 
shouldn’t have to be concerned 
about whether members of their 
board live where they say they live. 
Residents should not be distracted 
by this, either. We hope there is a 
complete, thorough investigation 
that satisfies everyone so the city 
can move forward. The times 
ahead are challenging enough, 
without leftover battles from the 
campaign season getting in the way.

Detroit scandal probe is ‘unWorthy’

Last Wednesday, a panel of experts gath- 
ered at the Friendship Center in Westland to 
caution seniors about elder abuse. 

Wayne County Prosecutor Kym Worthy 
served as the key speaker as she shared tips 
and tricks used by would-be predators as well 
as advice on recognizing the signs of elder 
abuse. Elder abuse can take numerous forms, 
including physical abuse, neglect, and finan- 
cial abuse. 

Worthy said although residents may hear 
more about crimes such as murder, rape, or 
child abuse, elder abuse is actually “the 
fastest growing crime that we have in 
America and in Wayne County.” In an effort to 
help stem the rising tide, the program was 
designed to educate participants. 

“We're trying to raise awareness as much 
as we can,” Worthy said. 

Although physical abuse and neglect are 
not uncommon, she focused most of her pres- 
entation on financial matters. 

“The overwhelming majority of cases 
we're seeing are financial abuse,” said 
Worthy. 

Financial thefts make up between 70-75 
percent of the caseload within the Wayne 
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The fastest growing crime that we have in America and in Wayne County.

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County Elder Victim Unit, which was begun 
in 2004, and in many of the cases, Worthy 
said, the abuse comes at the hands on a mem- 
ber of the individual’s family. 

Among the signs of potential financial 
abuse are the disbursal of frequent expensive 
gifts from the elder to the caregiver, missing 
personal belongings, financial papers or 
credit cards belonging to the elder; frequent 
checks that are made out to cash; and the 
caregiver’s name added to financial 
accounts. 

Worthy noted that seniors who are victim- 
ized financially may show signs of fear, anxi- 
ety, isolation or withdrawal from family and 
friends, and may offer contradictory state- 
ments about what happened. 

Signs that a caregiver could potentially be 
abusive may include efforts to try to prevent 


Popular area police dog dies

The City of Wayne lost a legendary part 
of their police department recently. 

Axle, a German Shepherd that faithfully 
served the city for more than a decade, 
died at the age of 14. 

“He was more than a dog,” said Police 
Chief John Williams. 

Ofc. Terry Foley, Axle’s partner, agreed. 
Foley trained Axle and gave him a home 
when he retired in 2005. 

“He set the standard high for other dogs 
to follow,” said Foley, who has trained 
police K-9 for two decades. “He had a great 
impact on the community.” 

Axle’s bloodline extended to Germany, 
but he came to the Wayne department 
from Ontario, Canada. He started with the 
City of Wayne in November, 1995. He was 
Foley’s second K-9 partner. 

| Axle was 11 years old when he retired. 
Throughout his career in Wayne, he han- 
dled 1,798 canine cases, checked more 
than 1,200 vehicles for narcotics and assist- 
ed with 120 search warrants. 

He checked out more than 120 build- 
ings, performed 45 separate locker search- 
es for the school district and performed 
more than 200 tracks for the department. 

He was credited with 88 felony arrests 
and 198 misdemeanor arrests. He only had 


to get physical a handful of times—biting 
four suspects who resisted arrest. 

Axle’s strong nose proved to be a boon 
to Wayne and surrounding departments, 
too. The many currency checks he per- 
formed netted more than $129,000 in for- 
feited narcotics funds. 

Through work with the Western Wayne 
County SWAT team, he helped find several 
key pieces of evidence along with virtually 
every type of illegal narcotic and drug 
paraphernalia. 

He was also a big part of the public rela- 
tions aspect of the department, with more 
than 229 public and school demonstrations 
under his collar 

“He was a big part of the department,” 
said Foley. “He was a part of the family.” 

Axle shared a home with Cain, his suc- 
cessor, after his retirement. 

“He still let Cain know who was in 
charge at home,” Foley said. 

Fourteen years is a long, productive life 
for an dog that made his living sniffing out 
narcotics and chasing down and cornering 
criminals, said Foley, who often his put his 
life in Axle’s capable paws. He rarely 
showed it, though, even when he finally 
succumbed to natural causes. 

“Even up until the end, his mind was 
sharp,” said Foley. “He was just a great 
dog, but old age finally caught up to him. 
We're all going to miss him.”

contact between the elder and his or her fam- 
ily or friends, aggressive behavior toward the 
senior, a lack of care or compassion toward 
the senior, and conflicting accounts. 

“If you think that it’s going on, by all 
means—call us,” said Westland Police Chief 
James Ridener. The Westland Police 
Department, which investigates every allega- 
tion of possible abuse, can be reached at (734) 
722-9600. 

Individuals who suspect that a senior may 
be in an abusive situation may also contact 
Adult Protective Services at (877) 963-6006. 
Depending on the situation, investigations 
may be completed in anywhere from one day 
to one month. For those who don’t wish to 
leave a name, anonymous complaints are 
accepted. 

The seminar also offered information on 
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common scams targeted toward seniors. In 
addition to stressing the old saying that if 
something seems too good to be true, it proba- 
bly is, the panel highlighted less obvious 
scams as well. 

Worthy said that one common ploy is for a 
person in a suit to walk up to a home with a 
home improvement sign in the yard and 
claim to be there to pick up a payment due to 
the company. Even shopping requires cau- 
tion, she said, since cameras built into cell 
phones offer crooks a subtle way to steal 
someone’s identity—snapping a picture of a 
credit card as it is handed to a sales clerk. 

Although it may not be a headline-grab- 
bing crime, Worthy stressed that it is one that 
can be life altering for the seniors involved— 
some of whom are even forced to re-enter the 
work force due to the aftereffects of financial 
abuse. Statistically, Worthy said, 80 percent of 
the seniors involved have an income of 
$10,000 or less per year and the average age is 
75. It is also a crime that overwhelmingly 
affects women, who she said make up 75 per- 
cent of victims.

It would be more 
kind to rewind 
this entire film 


It’s official. Hollywood is out of ideas. 

In Michel Gondry’s hit or miss comedy Be 
Kind Rewind, Mike (played by Mos Def) and 
his conspiracy-hungry friend Jerry (Jack 
Black) come up with an ingenious way to 
remake the VHS tapes that they accidentally 
erased, only to find themselves at the center 
ofa neighborhood revolution. 

Although the film begins with good inten- 
tions, the utter lack of comic chemistry 
between Def and Black—and the heavy over- 
tures of urban blight moralizing—eventually 
sink this well-meaning vehicle. 

The film begins with Mike, who works ina 
video store slated for demolition. Mr. 
Fletcher (Danny Glover), who owns the 
store, goes on a fact-finding mission to find 
out how to bring his small-time VHS shop up 
to speed, and leaves Mike in charge for the 
week, 

Unfortunately, Mike’s best friend, Jerry, 
becomes convinced that the electric compa- 
ny is corrupting his mind and attempts to 
sabotage the factory, only to wind up electro- 
cuted and accidentally magnetized in the 
process. 

The next time Jerry visits the Be Kind 
Rewind video store, he inadvertently erases 
every tape. Mike, terrified of confessing the 
catastrophe to his boss, comes up with an 
idea to simply reshoot the movies and pass 
them off as Swedish versions of the originals. 
Surprisingly, the neighborhood embraces 
the short, creative new remakes and the two 
men find themselves in the center of an 
artistic revolution. 

This film had all the makings ofa brilliant 
spoof. The premise of two guys remaking all 
the modern classics—Ghostbusters, Jaws, 
Menin Black—as quickly and cheaply as pos- 
sible is filled with promise. Unfortunately, 
Gondry wasn’t just looking to make a spoof, 
he was making a comment on spoofs, an alto- 
gether less funny undertaking. 

Underneath all the frantic physical come- 
dy and buddy antics there is a lot of grim 
moralizing going on, ideas about the dangers 
of commercialization, urban blight and the 
nature of art itself. These poorly translated 
ideas tended to blunt the comedic flow of the 
film, and wind up leaving the audience con- 
fused instead of entertained. 

As a comedic duo Jack Black and Mos Def 
are less then stellar as well, with Def’s 
friendly malaise only serving to turn Black 
into a wild-eyed weirdo, his usual likeability 
taking on creepy overtones. Frankly, I 
believe this persona may be losing a bit of its 
comic edge as well. After 10 years how funny 
can crazed over-enunciation be? 

There are also some strange inconsisten- 
cies in the film, too—little things that the

audience might have let go if the film had 
been funnier. Why, for instance, does this one 
video store still manage to pull in a regular 
crowd of renters, although they never con- 
verted to DVD along with the rest of the 
country 10 years ago? Why does the neigh- 
borhood accept these radically unprofes- 
sional films so unilaterally? Don’t they have 
access to U-Tube? Is this the town that tech- 
nology forgot? 

Still the spoofs themselves are funny, and 
the scenes where Mike and Jerry are direct- 
ing are some of the funniest in the film. I 
found myself longing for the days when a 
good spoof was just that and nothing more. 

This film seems to be the director’s 
answer to the U-Tube phenomenon, suggest- 
ing that people aren't as interested in artistic 
quality as long as they are part on the 
process itself. Although the idea has some 
validity in popular culture, it doesn’t make 
for easy viewing. 

In the end the heavy handed moralizing 
just feels forced, as if Gondry was attempting 
to inject soul into a half-baked project, and 
wound up taking the comedy down with it
